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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

The amendments to clarify the USC 112 rejection have been accepted. 

Applicant's arguments filed 8/2/2006 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

With regards to the arguments directed to the Ender reference, it is held that the 
reference meets the claim limitation because it still has a longitudinal body, an end 
portion that could be an over hanging heel if the surgeon chooses to make that portion a 
heel, the structure is still present to do so, a pin element and a screw aperture. With 
regards to the device not being located at the fracture site, the device is capable of 
being inverted and attached at the fracture site if the surgeon chooses to do so. 

Tornier also shows a device that, specifically, is not inserted at the fracture site, 
however for the same reasons as the Ender reference, it may be inserted as the instant 
invention claims. Also the end portion near the top (as shown in the reference) may also 
hang over an edge as an overhanging heel if the surgeon chooses to do so, obviously if 
the invention was installed, as it is capable of, according to the claimed invention. Item 
8b is considered the elongated plate portion. 

For the reasons above, the following rejections remain: 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Ender 
(US Patent 4,467,793). Ender discloses in Fig. 1 an intrafocal plate comprising the 
flattened portion (7) as seen in Fig. 2, and a heel comprising the flattened portion on the 
leading end, a resilient body element (4-Abstract) defining a pin element, a shoulder 
formed on the leading cylindrical portion of element 5, and a screw aperture (9). 

Claims 1 and 3-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Tornier (US Patent 4,483,335). Tornier discloses in Fig. 1 an intrafocal plate comprising 
an elongated plate (8b) having a flat surface, resilient body (8, see also Col. 2, lines 9- 
13), and overhanging heel (8a), and a pin element on the other end of the body 
element, and a screw (9).
